B-25 Engine Gift 
To UK Technicians 



Wright Cyclone 14 engine of the 
type that powered North American 
B-25 Mitchell bombers in the first 
raid on Tokyo was turned over to 
the University for use by engineer- 
ing students in studying the power 
plant's application to commercial air 
transport. 

The Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion, of Paterson, N. J., a division of 
the Curtis - Wright Corporation, 
which presented the 14-cylinder en- 
gine to the school, also supplied in- 
structional literature and arranged 
to assist in setting up the Cyclone. 
The power plant comes from a small 
group of test engines which Wright 
Aeronautic^ used in wartime as 
"guinea pige? for the testing of ac- 
cessories and parts. 

The Cyclone 14. which also powers 
the Curtiss SB2C Helldlver. the 
Douglas A-20 Havoc, the Martin 
Mariner and the Grumman Aveng- 
er, is standard equipment for such 
peacetime aircraft as the Pan 
American 314 "Clipper" ant 
types of aircraft of foreign 
I The engine, develops 1700 
power.

Bernard Baruch. long-time ad- 
viser to presidents of this nation, 
asserted last week that the Japanese 
and Germans would "strive through 
science, technology, and engineer- 
ing to devise seme means for waging 
World War III." It is reasonable 
to suppose that such a plan for an- 
other world conflict might easily be 
lying dormant in the minds of the 
warriors of both these nations. Any 
people who have been trained in the 
manner of war and bred in the tra- 
dition of supremacy for centuries, 
as have the Japanese, or have been 
brought out of a deep depression 
and utter bankruptcy by Hitler and 
the gang that advocated war as a 
means for settling any dispute, can- 
not be transformed into a peaceful, 
democracy-loving people in a year, 
or ten years, or twenty years. It is 
an undertaking that requires con- 
stant supervision and patience; and 
more than that, mutual understand- 
ing for a long and indefinite length 
of time. 

This supervision cannot be a long 
distance affair, carried on by tele- 
phone conversations, cablegrams or 
wirless. It must be a subjective 
means of control and aid. handled by 
men who are in the place where the 
control is needed. Not leaders who 
are thousands of miles away giving 



orders via the trans-Atlantic cable. 

That Is why. difficult as it may be 
for some to realize it. a police force 
must be maintained In the warring 
countries of the world. That Is why 
some 200.000 to 500.000 men must 
remain in Japan and why a half a 
million men must stay in Germany. 
If the Nazi regime were divested of 
all power. Its

state as it was before the war. that 
would be only a step up the 
to peace.

that in an army where the leader 
is killed there Is always another 
to step Into his shoes.
